ROFESSOR JAMES MANES anp SONS call the attention of 
miners, mineowners, capitalists, and others interested in the

amount. The machine is a cheap and practical process—it never need stop for 
charging or cleaning up, ee nearly self-acting. Steam, electricity, and mer- 
cury are used in the process of extracting the mineral. 

his machine or amalgamator is adapted for free-milling gold or silver ores, 
or refractory after roasting. It consists of a series of three or more large cy- 
linders, wider at one end than the other, placed one above the other in a hori- 
zontal position, a shaft or spindle running through the centre of each. 

The ore and mercury are fed into the first cylinder, passing into the second, 
and then tothe third. The first cylinder is furnished with steel,mullers which 
nearly touch the sides of the cylinder, and revolve ata good rate of speed, mix- 
ing the mercuryand ore. The second cylinder is furnished with large steel 
brushes attached to the shaft or spindle, revolving at a high rate of speed; 
through this a current of electricity is furnished by a Westinghouse dynamic 
electro machine, which materially assists in gathering the partictes of very fine 
gold together, and thoroughly amalgamating the metal and mercury. The third 
cylinder is similarly furnished to the second ; into this the amalgam paeee. cee 
is again acted upon and mixed by the brushes to catch any gold which might 
have escaped amalgamation in the second, A fourth cylinder may be used if 
found necessary. 

The amalgamated pulp then passes through a revolving copper drum, plated 
with quicksilver inside. As the drum fevolves it takes up the most part of the 
amalgamated gold. As the inside of the drum is constantly washed with a spray 
of water from perforated pipes fixed inside of said drum, a clean-plated surface 
is constantly brought in contact with the pulp or tailings as it passes out from 
the cylinders, After leaving the drum it falls down on to incline copper plates, 
the same as is now used in stamp mills, 

The amalgam can be collected from the drum and plates without stopping the 
machine, and any live quicksilver that ses will be caught in syphons. The 
tailings are carried off with the water. the machine when attached to the flume 
will be driven by the waste water; it sifts the fine sands from the coarse gravel, 
and amalgamates it as above, 

The specific points claimed by Prof. Manes and Sons in their patent are— 
1,—The saving of almost all the mineral passing through the machine. 
2.—The loss being less than 10 per cent. 

3.—The entire absence of loss of the amalgamated material, thereby saving all 
the mercury, which, with the processes now in use, there is a large loss both of 
mercury and the precious metal. 

4.—The smal! cost per ton at which the ore can be treated. 

By the addition of the powerful current of electricity that passes off the re- 
volving brushes, the most minute particles of geld will Be caught and retained, 
which in the ordinary flume and stamps passes off with the water; this often 
amounts to a large percentage. 

The inventors state that if English stock companies will give their assistance 
to work the black sands of Oregon and Califcrnia by paying for the building of 
the machines, they will take a share of the gold for their services, or they will 
send their machines to any part of the world, or will sell patent rights to those 
desiring any of their patent machines or revolving furnaces for roasting or 
smelting ores, ball pulverisers, &.

MYSORE GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The fourth ordinary general meeting of this company was held at 
the Cannon-street Hotel on Monday, ‘ . 
Mr. CHARLES TENNANT, M.P., in the chair. 
Mr. W. G. WILLIAMS (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. The report and accounts were taken as read. — 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I do not think it will be neces- 
sary for me, on the present occasion, to make any very lengthened 
remarks in proposing to you the adoption of the reports and accounts; 

for, as you are aware, the position of the company was very fully 
stated and discussed at the special meeting, which was held last 
October, and what has been done since is, I think you will agree with 
me, very clearly set forth in the reports which have been issued to 
you in anticipation of this meeting. I can say, on behalf of myself 
and colleagues on the board, that we meet you to-day with much 
greater satisfaction than we did on the last occasion, as the results 
of the operations which have been carried on in the interval give great en- 
couragement for believing that, as we get the mine deepened below the old 
workings, we shall find auriferous quartz in paying quantities. It is evident 
that Capt. Plummer has a sanguine opinion that this will be the case. In his last 
letter, dated March 4, received since the printed reports were issued, he says :— 
«“‘The lode in the 173 north end, on east vein, continues to hold on; itisa 
good-looking lode, and f{ think it will at places make good deposits of gold. We 
now find at times the quartz streaked with gold. The 135 south end, on east 
lode, maintains its size; there is a little more talc slate mixed with the quartz; 
but it isa good big lode, and it can be worked atasmall price. The value of 
the former of these workings is 4 tons per fathom, of 7 dwts. 19 grs. per ton. 
The latter is 9 tons per fathom, worth 11 dwts.1 gr. per ton. This appears to be 
a fair yield when we consider the ease with which the vein can be cut. I shall, 
however, be better satisfied when we can practically test the ore with the 
stamps.—Old Workings: This is the most extraordinary part of the whole busi- 
ness. The width and extent of these old excavations gives one the idea there 
must have been great riches. The lode we are working upon appears to be parts 
the old men passed as too poor for them.—The 135 North, on East Lode: The 
level has been opened for 120 ft. in old workings, and no sign of any end to 
them. We carry a part of the hanging side; there is a width of about 15 in. 
of vein left, which gives by assay 5 dwts. 5 grs. per ton. The whole of the piaces 
we are working on the vein contains gold, and the inference is we shall find 
very much better yield when we get beyond the old excavations, and to accom- 
lish this we are pressing on as much as we can. The rock formation in the 
Cemodiste neighbourhood of the lode isa good-looking slate or killas, and of 
such acharacter as to encourage sanguine expectations. The whole of the band 
between the east lode and west lode appear to partake of the same kindly slate, 
and you may judge of its softness by the price we are now paying for cross-cut- 
ting—Rs. 3°8 per foot, or about 1/, 15s, per fathom, and I daresay some of the 
laces may be cut even cheaper when we can get a better and speedier method 
ee aoa my the stuff. Iam making arrangements to fix up a small steam- 
engine for this work; but before this can get much attention we shall complete 
the arrangements for sinking on the lode, and we must get the stamps up as 
quickly as possible. We have made the hole through the diagonal shaft for the 
pump rods, and this work is so far advanced that we shall be able to start sink- 
ing below the 173 in afew days more. We expect to be able to sink the first 
10 or 12 ft. without pumps, and while this is being done we shall complete the 
angle bob plat, and fix the bob, and then I hope we shall be able to make good 
progress in deepening the mine. It depends entirely how deep the former 
workers have ee before we can give results of deep mining, and in the mean- 
time we shall be breaking some ore in the 173 and 135 feet levels, which we shall 
be able to test with the Elephant stamps.”—This is altogether a very encourag- 
ing statement. You will have gathered from the printed reports that the course 
recommended at the last meeting—to continue the operations at a few points— 
is being strictly pursued by Capt. Plummer. In fact, he is now devoting all his 
energies to one particular section of the company’s property—in the neighbour- 
hood of Taylor's shaft, where he is persuaded that the Champion lode will 
hold down, and that he has decided to prove this by sinking on the course of the 
lode, a plan which it is considered will be much more expeditious and econo- 
mica! than by sinking a perpendicular shaft through the hardrock. Funds in 
hand now are 13,000/.; but the costs will be considerably lighter in future, as 
the works are so much curtailed compared with what they have been hitherto. 
The directors have not failed to impress upon Capt. Plummer the absolute neces- 
sity of exercising the utmost economy in carrying on the works, and there is 
every reason to expect that long before the remaining resources of the com- 
pany are exhausted, a very definite idea will be arrived at as to the value of the 
property. You may depend upon the directors watching most carefully the finan- 
cia) condition of the company. As we have said, the mines are passing through a 
most interesting stage, and we must hope that the works now being pursued by 
Capt. Plummer may soon lead to tangible and satisfactory results, The directors 
have the fullest confidence that he will devote his best skill and energy toattain 
that end as speedily as possible. Many of you will be aware of the death of Mr, 
Richard Taylor, one of the managers, Wuich took place in December last. I am 
expressing the feelings of myself and my colleagues when 1 say that we deeply | 
regret his loss, as all must do who had the pleasure of knowing him. Before I 
sit dowa I would wish to state that, although the sum of 1000/. is mentioned in 
the Articles as directors’ remuneration, and you were good enough to vote that 
sum to the board at the last annual meeting, despite our offer to be content with 
half—500/.—I wish, on behalf of myself > colleagues, to repeat that offer on 
the present occasion, and to say that we shall be satisfied, under the present cir- 
cumstances of the company, to take the reduced amount, and to remitin future 
all charge for travelling expenses of directors. In conclusion, the Chair- 
man stated that the directors had recently had applications from the share- 
holders for information from the mine, and the board had that day decided 
to print fortnightly statements in the Mining Journal of the accounts which 
they got from the mine, which would prevent the necessity of shareholders 
— frequently at the office, (Hear, hear,) In conclusion, the Chairman 
moved the adoption of the report and accounts, Mr. ORLANDO WEBB (Deputy 
Chairman) seconded the motion. 
The CHAIRMAN said that perhaps the shareholders would like to hear a few 
words from Mr. Taylor. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. JouN TaYLor said there had been‘circulated amongst the 
shareholders so full a description of the workings, of the present 
position of the mine, and the operations which had been carried on, 
and which were now in progress, that it was scarcely necessary for 
him to enter into details. At the same time, it had come to his 


knowledge from enquiries which had been made by one or two 
shareholders that what he believed to be a wrong impression upon two im- 
portant points prevailedin their minds,and probably in the mfnds of other 
gentlemen present, and probably some gentlemen who were not present. These 
two questions were (first) that it had been said that a great deal of money had 
been spent for the amount of work which had been done; and (secondly) it 
had also been said that no definite result had been attained. He would go 
through one or two facts, and show thata fair and proper amount of work had 
been done for the money expended, It wasa large amount no doubt, but the 
meg i accounts did not quite convey what had been done with the money. 

hey aie ae that all that had been spent in the mine; a good portion of 
it had undoubtedly, but it also included the carriage from Madras to the Colar 
station of the machinery, plant, &c., sent out during three years, and it also 
included the carriage from Oolar station to the mine. The money expended also 
included the erection of the machinery, pumping engine, boilers, &c.,and a vast 
amount of work carried on at surface, As regarded the underground operations, 
the shareholders would be surprised to hear that the total amount of excavations 
was 63,000 ft., or nearly a mile and a quarter of work done in hard rock; and 
with what materials? They had an army of native labourers, entirely unac- 
customed to such work as this. At first those men had no knowledge of the 
slightest mining operation, much less of modern mining appliances, such 
as the boring of the rock (the most important of all), and the use of the 
modern explosives, such as gunpowder and dynamite. In the first place there 
had been great difficulty in inducing the native labourers to remain un ter- 
ground, and as recently as Jan, 18 last Capt. Tonkin wrote :—*‘‘ We are not able 
to get coolies to drive levels owing to the water and the difficulties of working.” 
Asto no definite results having been obtained, the shareholders were aware 
that the policy adopted by the board from the beginning had been in the first 
place to find out some point in the property, or, at all events, such a deposit of 
ore, as to assure them that it was a right deposit to follow down in depth; and 
anyone who had read the recent reports and letters from Capt. Plummer must 
feel that that point had been arrived at. Where he was about to sink a shaft 
there was a level driven 300 feet upon the course of a distinct vein. There was # 
level driven upon a parallel branch of that vein, and when they reached 173 ft, 
they found that the old miners, with their rude appliances, had been before 
them. The directors had expressed their willingness that a reduction should be 
made in{their fees; he would now wish to say, on behalf of his brother and him- 
self, that in future they would accept half the salary which had been paid tofhis 
firm till such time as the position of the company warranted a return to the 
original scale, which he hoped would be very shortly. (Oheers.) 

Capt. Jonns said there was a charge of 2701. for agency at Madras, which he 
presumed was for the six months? If so, it was at the rate of nearly 600/. a 
year. Mr. Joun TAyLor: No, it is for 13 months. 

Capts. Jouns: Then that is very reasonable. In his report Capt. Tonkin, in 
two or three paragraphs, referred to the fact that assays had been made which 
gave good results ; he thought that in future the results of such assays should be 
nade known to the shareholders.gNo doubt the'directors had done all they could, 
but, as regarded the future, it seemed to him that the progress was going to be 
yery slow. Oapt. Tonkin stated that to carry down the present shaft, basing 
the speed on what had been done in the last 12 weeks, would take at least two 

ears. To his mind, knowing something of sinking shafts and driving tunnels, 

hat seemed a very long time, no matter what the stuff mightbe. If they got 

8 good kind of dynamite the progress ought to be faster. He suggested whether 
it would not be worth while to send out four or six of the best english miners, 
80 as to push the sinking a little faster than it appeared to be going to be done. 
He asked whether the sinking was done by native labour ? 

Mr. Joun Taytor: Yes, entirely. 

Capt. Jouns said the sending out of a few experienced miners would be very 
expensive at first, but he believed it would prove more economical in the 
long run. He was glad to see that Capt. Plummer had come to the conclusion 
thatit wouid be better to let Schaw’s shaft stand for the moment, and to 

ress on at the one point at which they were working. Further on in 

nis report Oaptain Plummer stated:—“ We are hauling the stuff from this 
end to-day,and had the stones on the heap washed this morning; and in a very 
large proportion of the stone gold can be seen.” The assay was given as 10 dwts.; 
he could only say that if there was visible gold the assay ought to be much 
larger than that As regarded the directors fees, he was the one who, on the 
last occasion, moved that the offer of the directors to reduce their fees to one- 
half be not accepted ; but after the intimation of the board on the present oc- 








casion, he should be happy to move that it be accepted. He was sure all the 
sharsholders had the greatest possible confidence in the board, and were glad to 
see the old faces around the table, for when things went wrong the directors 
were often inclined to run away in a body. (Cheers.) This company was 
watched with great interest by other compeaiion, and if they solved the problem 
of Indian gold mining they would make other shareholders happy. 

The OnArRMAN said that with regard to the assays ref-rred to on page 11 of 
Capt. Plummer’s report, he would inform the shareholders what the results of 
those assays were.

Mr. Joun TayLor, referring to Capt. Plummer’s statement that it would 
take two years to sink the shaft, based on what had been done in the last 12 
weeks, said that :eferred to the sinking of the shaft, as originally intended, in 
hard rock ; but at the bottom of the same page Capt. Plummer said—‘* We shall 
be able to complete the work I have before named, and siuk the shaft 18 fms., 
or 108°ft., in the first year.” He doubted the desirability of sending out English 
miners, as it had been proved that they were not able to stand hard work in this 
climate. As to the stamps which were referred to, it was merely the removal of 
the Elephant stamps, hen they were erected it was with the view to deve- 
ee a vein which was considered to hold out very great prospects, 

r. ORLANDO WEBB said in the original prospectus of the company the popens 
of Mr. Bell-Davies, which accompanied it, stated that there was no doubt there 
was a good fissure vein, but the matter was to follow that vein down to a con- 
siderable depth. Oapt. Plummer was following it, and was preparing to sink 
immediately on the fissure as it went down, and there was reason to believe that 
in doing this he was working in comparatively soft ground, and there was every 
reason to believe that great results would follow. When Mr. Bell-Davies was 
there there was a difficulty in ascertcining how deep the old workers had gone, 
but from the best information he could obtain there was reason to believe it was 
not more than 60 or 70ft. Therefore it was extraordinary to find that at the 
173 ft. they were still in old workings; how they got down such a depth it was 
puzzling to ascertain. At any rate, they must have found something worth 
working for to induce them to go so deep. (Hear, hear.) Therefore there was 
every reason to suppose that the shareholders would be paid in future for the 
course they were now adopting in sinking on the lode; and in this respect they 
were carrying out the views of Mr. Frank Taylor. He thought that at the pre- 
sent time the prospects of the company were very much brighter than they 
might have expected some time ago. They had a very good man in Captain 
ir gaa and the directors had the highest opinion of his integrity and know- 
edge. 
cere peaiation for the adoption of the report and accounts was then put and 
carried, 

On the motion of Mr. ORLANDO WesB, seconded by Capt. Jouns, the retiring 
directors, Mr. Charles Tennant, M.P., and Mr. Robert Henty, were re-elected. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was really hopeful they had a property which would 
eventually pay. They must go on steadily and earnestly, and he believed some- 
thing would come of it. 

On the motion of Capt. Jouns, seconded by Mr. WesTMAcortT, a resolution 
.was passed reducing the remuneration of the board from 1000/. to 500/. a year, 
in accordance with the wish expressed by the board. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked how long the i3,00u/, would last at the present rate of 
expenditure P——Mr, Joun TayLok: Our hope is the expenses will not exceed 
7002, per month. 

Mr, ORLANDO WEBB: We hope before two years we shall have returns; we 
have good reason to expect we shall. We expect to crush payable quartz in two 
or three months 

On the motion of Dr. Merrz, seconded by Mr. STEPHENSON, Messrs. Tur- 
quand, Young, and Co., were reappointed auditors. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors closed the proceedings.

Mr. PETER WATSON (managing director) presiding. 

Mr. Fevix F. WILSON (the secretary) read;the notice conveninz the 
meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said, as that was not the annual meeting of the 
company, there was no report from the directors or statement of ac- 
counts to lay before the shareholders; but he would be able to tell 
them shortly how they stood in the present unfortunately depressed 
state of the lead market; It was the old story, which had been re- 
peated over and over again in lead mining companies, that they were 
month by month going from bad to worse, In 1873 lead ore realised 
about 17/. per ton, whereas the present price was about 6/. 10s. per 
ton; while in the same period Spanish pig-lead, which was an index 
to other descriptions, had fallen from 23/. or 24/.to about 117. a ton. 
Within the past few hours the price had gone up a few shillings a 
ton; but the fact remained that it was almost impossible for even 
the richest lead mines to pay their way. This was so much the case thata 
great many of the Welsh lead mines had been completely shut up—mines 
that, with lead at normal prices, had given good dividends their 
shareholders were now closed, In Germany and in Spain, too, several 
mines had suspended operations. Certainly, if any mine could be made 
to pay he thought it should be Leadhills, and no stone had been left 
unturned to bring about such a result. The property had been most effici- 
ently developed, both in siaking of shafts and driving of levels, and by improve- 
ments and additions to the dressing-fluors and smelting-mills. Whether the re- 
turns had been good or bad, and whether or not good prices ha’ been obtained 
for their produce, the proper development of the mine bad been kept up, in the 
interest, as it had turned out, of the lord of the soil—Lord Hopetoun—rather 
thanin that of the shareholders, For the last three or four years they had been 
driving a level on the Georges Roust vein, where deposits of enormous riches 
were found years ago, and they were thus reopening a portion of the pro- 
perty which had not been worked for years. In the past six months the work 
of development had been vigorously proceeded with, and at surface the dressing- 
floors had been improved, and a large amount of work had been done, Under 
the circumstances it was only right that the lord should be appealed to to assist 
them, as nearly all other landlords were doing, by reducing the royalty which 
the company had topay. (Applause.) Mr. Watersin his report referred in the 
following terms to the prosecution of Gripp’s adit :—“ Gripp’s adit, north of 
Glengonar engine-shaft, iv driven about{279 fms., and the forebreast is now across 
the valley into the hill ground, and according to Mr. Newbigging’s dialling, is 
just under Lady Hopetoun’s shaft, and the old workings adjoining, from which, 
it is said, considerable returns of lead ore were raised. Until recently (say) for 
the last 50 fms. explored, we saw nothing but a wide, very white, quartz lode, 
charged with occasional small pieces of ore, but the country rock and veinstuff 
seemed to be (what miners term) too hungry to be lead-bearing. The end is to- 
day traversing a section of compact slatey beds, which in structure and colour are 
analogous in every respec to those which enclose the rich runs of ore seen at 
and about Wilson’s shaft, in Brown’s Mine, and the hard hungry-looking quartz 
spoken of has given place toa nice mixture of gossan, friable quartz, and calec- 
spar, which are the constituents attending the ore ceposits in the whole of the 
company’s mines, The end, as stated before, having reached the point where 
an improvement was expected, and thatimprovement having taken place, we do 
believe thata good run of ore ground will be discovered here.” This was a very 
important operation. Then there was the point referred to by Mr. Waters with 
regard to the Pioneer level, which was being driven in the direction of the 
Susannah Mine, where Mr. Waters considered that they had cut the Susannah 
lode. There was aclause in their lease which provided for a reduction of the 
royalty if and when the company should put up machinery to work the 
Susannah lode; but Lord Hopetoun’s representatives disputed that they had 
cut the Susannah lode.

BELT COPPER.—A. Brand, March 17: My last report was dated Fe> 26, 
since then I have to report as follows:—Champion Vein: As explained hefore 
our hoisting was stopped for a considerable time owing to the fact that we wer? 
getting in a new skip road in No. 1 shaft. This has hindered us from doing 
almost any opening as the drifts became filled up with trade, not being able to 
hoist it I therefore commenced stoping. No 2 stope west is now 52 tt none, 
| and over 10 ft. above the hack of the second level. This stope is turning ov 
very good stamp-rock, mostly in epidote, and some small barrel work. -— ne 
second level east we have started to stope about 25 ft. east of No, 1 shaft, thus 
leaving a strong enough pillar to support the shaft. We are carrying this none 
on @ crossing or fissure vein, The width of the stope is 30 ft., and we are n° 
about 12 ft. above the back of the second level. When we started this st - 
there was no copper in sight whctever, but judging from the fact that in th 
first level east we found good copper against this same crossing we determine 
to try it, and the result is that after stoping « few feet we have come on oP ig 
or chute of good stamp work also showing some good barrel work, In ny 
stope west where we had bee stoping uncderhand we had to stop on accour oe 
water. In the large stope between the first and second levels we have oe 
stoping down the vein in the hanging-wall, In this stope two crossing m aif 
and consequently we have thrown down an immense amount of rook, The’ 
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ere is rich both in small barrel work and stamp rock that will require to be 
jared carefully underground as we brought down a good deal of a py it. 

n No. 2 shaft east about 20 ft. below the first level we have commenced a stop- 
ing drift. This willin no wise be detrimental to our + ae stope is 4 ~} 
wide, and about 10 ft. in from the shaft at present. a rave go some exce os 
stamp rock here, alsosome heavy copper. One piece of copper Is now uncovere 
about 4 ft. by 2 ft. by 2 ft., and how much py ooh it is we cannot yet say as it 
still remains firm, In No, 2 shaft we have at last broke through to the surface, 
This shaft has been the same the whole distance from the adit level, a distance 
of 138ft. We holed through as we expected beside some old Indian diggings, 
but at the place where we holed there was an outcrop of the vein, it being over- 
laid by about 2 ft. of trap. This shaft now improves our ventilation immensely, 
and as s00n as possible we must get it equipped for hoisting, a we pee pee 
tramming in the first level, a distance of nearly 700 ft. to the shaft. In No.1 
east we have continued driving, but the veins looks very poor. This morning 
we commenced hoisting into the shaft-house and rock house, and had the rock 
breakers at work. The rock as it is dumped from the skips falls upon a screen 
of hard wood, each piece 4 in, by 10 in. and about 4in. apart. By this means 
the finer rock falls fnmediately into the pockets on the ground floor. The 
larger rock falls from the screen on to the top floor, where the trap and waste 
sonk is picked out and trammed out on an elevated trestle work. The top of 
the rock-breakers are ona level with the floor, and the remainder of the rock 
is thrown into them. From there it passes directly into the rock poekets 
You will see by this that after the rock is raised from the mine it is working 
downwards all the time aud thereby saving handling. We have built an ore-bin 
close to the large burrow. The rock from the pockets is let down by 
sbutes into 4 car and dum ped into the rock bin to supply the railroad cars. This 
rock-!in will contain about 100 tons,—Knowlton: No, 1 level is in good stamp 
work, being an amygualoidai part of the vein towards thefoot, The copper is in 
roun! heavy pellets, This level is now in about 287 it. from the shaft.— 
Knowlton Shaft: As referred to in my last report the vein made a sudden dip 
into te foot owing to an intrusion of trap from the north, so in order to get 
our shaft in working shape we had to come back about 20 or 30 ft., and blast out 
the foot. In doing this we broke a good deal of heavy copper, besides good 
stamp work, At the present moment, however, the shaft is not looking so well 
asitdid. This shaft is now down 196 ft. Wolseley shaft is producing exactly 
the sime nature of rock as the Knowlton level, and is down 72 ft.—Mill: As we 
have to load the railroad cars by wheelbarrow, and to sledge up our large rock, 
we have been unable to supply the mill asufficiency of rock, This, however, 
will bealtered from now, as by to-morrow we shall be filling our railroad cars 
from the rock bin, and will be able to keep it well supplied. During the past 
week we have been laying in a temporary track of wooden rails, lying upon 
the snow to the Knowlton burrow, We have now about 4) tons broken up, and 
as soon as we have finished with the balance of the 100 tons we will make atrial 
stamping from there. In the mill we are at present losing a great amount of 
fine copper from our fine jigs and slime table, owing tothe amount of epidote in 
the rock crushed. This epidote being nearly as heavy as the copper, when we 
try to save the copper it remains with it, thereby making our slimes too poor to 
be of any account, and when we try to get clear of the epidote by an increased 
amount of water upon the tables we wash away the copper with it. I have re- 
quested Mr. Evans to come down here and see if he can suggest any method for 
a better separation, If he cannot, {thinkI will put ina wide cotton belt in- 
clined ascending against the stream of water, something on the principle of a 
Frue vanner. Our buddles and knives are now working. Some of the sand we 
buddle twice and toss twice in our knives, while others we only buddle and toss 
once. I find it necessary to put in a set of rubber springs underneath the mortar 
to lessen the vibration. Mr. Ellenbecker was for a long time inclined to think 
that they were unnecessary, but he now sees the importance of it. The saw-mill 
is running steadily. Tue 100 tons from what we considered the better part of 
the burrow has been stamped, and a sample of the sand sent to Houghton to be 
assayed. I believe it will go about 2 per cent.,if not better, Our next trial 
stamping will be from the Knowlton, and until we are ready to do this, the mill 
will stampas before rock being raised from the Champion stope. Nothing further 
to report.

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REMARKS.—During the past week the market for metals has 
remained steady as regards prices, and but a small amount of busi- 
ness has been transacted. The first quarter of the year has elapsed, 
and there is not the slightest symptom of a forthcoming improve- 
ment, and we need only refer to the Revenue returns as an evidence 
of the bad state of trade during the past three months. In addition to other 
items there is, according to the returns, a decrease in the receipts of customs 
and stamps, which shows that those reports of quietude and depression which 
have been so freely circulated have not been without foundation, and it proves 
only too strongly that protits have been limited in that, the spending power has 
been curtailed, and further that traders have not had the amvunt of business to 
be transacted. But evidences of the bad state of trade at the present time are 
not wanting, that trade is dull and profits small is an accepted fact. It is not 
that metals form an exception to the general rule,ail marketsarethe same _ If | 
others were good and metals only bad, then there would be a better prospect of | 
a@ more speedy revival, because the profits made in other branches of commerce | 
would tend to induce traders to turn their attention to metals, particularly in | 
considesation of the present very low prices that are now being quoted al! round, | 
but as matters now stand when everything is reported in a dull, lifeless, ana 
inanimate condition it seems almost certain that a sudden improvement is next | 
to impossible. The low prices will in due course help to restore the markets, but 
after such a prolonged periou of lethargy and inactivity the change when it does 
occur is jikely to be of a steady graduai character, and not a sudden alteration 
from quietude in briskness. 

Business has been extremely quict for some time past, and is at least likely 
to coutinue so for the next week or more, because the Quarterly Meetings of the 
iron trade will be held next week, and which will necessarily draw many of the 
trade down to Birmingham, so tliat business here is likely to be interfered with. 
Following on that, there is the Easter holidays, which makes it seem probabl+ 
that it will be fully the middle of the month before the trade again assumes its | 
oruinary condition. The approach of these impediments to traue have a natural | 
teniency to deter operators from entering into fresh engagements just yet 
awhile; but there are features in the severai markets which have a far greater 
weight and influence in causing them to hesitate before purchasing. These we 
cau veal with more fully under the heads of the respective metals, and here it | 
is but necessary to observe that their existence is sufficient to make the chances 
of revival still more remote. In the statistics for the month of March, which 
have been published this week, there is nothing which calls for any special! 
comment, fron is seen to bein a rather less favourable statistical position, and 
copper and tin are somewhat more favourable, in that the visible stock of the 
tormer has been slightly increased and of the last two metals somewhat di- 
minished. Yesterday the Bank rate was reduced to 2% per cent., and this pro- 
duced a favourable impression upon our markets, and prices became rather 
stronger, and slightly more business was transacted. To-morrow the market 
will be closed, owing to the funeral of the late Duke of Albany. 

CopPEr.—For the greater part of the week the copper market has 
remained quiet, but yesterday, upon the announcement of the Bank 
rate being reduced, more stimulus was given to buying, and slightly 
better prices were realised. On Wednesday the Chili charters for 
the last half of March were advised as 2300 tons, but this quantity, 
although heavy, did not have the usual effect of weakening the market, which 
might perhaps be accounted for in the first place that prices were already very 
low, and holders were indisposed to make further concessions; and, secondly, 
that the previous two charters were not heavy, and therefore a somewhat larger 
one than usual might have been expected. However, be that as it may, any un- 
favourable impression that may have arisen fiom the large charter has been 
wiped off by the reduced Bunk rate. Holders are hopeful that with the extra 
facilities of easy finance operations in copper may become more numerous, and 
thus higher prices be once more realised. The tone undoubtedly has thereby 
to a certain extent been improved, and has been further strengthened by the 
favourable statistics publistied on March 31, which show the total visible stock 
to have been reduced by 70. tons, the stock then being 45,205 tons, against 45,905 
tons on Feb. 29. The stock when taken in comparison with that for the same 
time of last year is also favourable, being about 3200 tons Jess, and the price of 
Chili bars on March 31 was 531.

Inon.—This market remains depressed, and prices display an easier 
tendency, but are without any quotable change. It has yet to be 
seen whether manufacturers will reduce their prices at the Quarterly 
Meetings next week; but it is scarcely probable that any material 
reduction will be effected, because prices are already very low, and 
said to be most unremunerative, so that it becomes more a question for sellers 
to decide whether they will continue to effect sales at the current low rates. 
However, prices cannot be advanced without forming a great check to busi:.ess, 
because buyers’ limits are mostly under the ruling prices, and as purchasers 
show warked indifference about buy ing at presest rates they are notat alliikely 
to pay any advance. The statistics for the mosith of Marchi, showing the public 
stocks in —, “7 and Middlesborough, are not favourable, but do not show 
much change in the statistical position of the market. There isan increase in 
the stock as Giasgow of 1393 tons, and a decrease in Middiesboroug!: of 836 tons, 
thus making 4 total increase in the two places. This is unsatisfactory. 
Of course the makers’ returns have to be taken into account, which will show 
whether the total supply has exceeded the demand or not; but the statistics of

it deters operatofs from dealing in the market, and prices, though low, do not 
tempt purchasers, : 

It may be urged that the market in reality is better without speculative buy- 
ing, for then prices are influenced by legitimate and ordinary courses: but that 
is not so, because while speculative buying is quiet speculative sales are often 
active, and prices are thus made lower. Advices are often received from Glas- 
gow of an active or extensive business, but lower prices, This clearly indicates 
that sales are being pressed, and the extensive business doing is carried through 
at constantly reduced prices. Tie demand for makers’ iron is unchanged, and 
prices are without any preceptible alteration, The Glasgow warrant market 
has been easier, and after opening steadily at about 42s, 4‘9d., there was business 
done on Tuesday at 42s. 4d. down to 42s, 3d., there being buyers over at the 
latter price, and on Wednesday the market was again very dull and quiet, and 
the price quoted was 42s.

Moyne uw Japan.—“ H. K.” (Glasgow): We do not know of any Anglo-Japanese 
Mining Company, but there are good mines in Japan. They all belong to the 
Government, which also takes any mine newly discovered, indemnifyingjthe 
landowner for the surface. There is no royalty, but the concession always 
reserves the Government a tax, which has been payable since 1873. We do 
not know whether the grant includes all the minerals beneath the surface, 
but it probably does, as the Japanese consider ‘‘all things in the wide ex- 
panse of Heaven, and all things on the earth, to its furthest limits, have be- 
longed to the Emperor from generation to generation,” and the words in 
which the tax is stated seems to indicate working for mixed metals. Thus 
persons working mines from which gold and silver can be extracted pay an- 

nually 14% yen per 500 tsubo of superficial measurement; iron and other mines 
not previously worked, and yielding ore from which gold and silver cannot 
be extracted pay 90 sen annually per 500 tsubo. Old mines pay the same tax 
per 1000 tsubo. When the superficial measurement is under the number of 
tsubo mentioned the tax is proportional. Since May last there has been a 
license fee on banks and share agencies, but we do not see how it would apply 
to an industrial company, which a mining company would be, so that it 
would be incorrect to say that share concerns are liable to 10 per cent. income 
tax. The trade taxes are those on buildings in the same way as house texes 
and the like. What was of the nature of an income tax has been abolished, 
but Japanese taxation is rather complicated.

THE COMMERCIAL OUTLOOK. 

We have now arrived at that period of the year which is regarded 
as the most hopefal, and at the same time most critical, in our an- 
nual commercial history. During the early spring months manufac- 
turers and merchants, as a rale, scan the commercial horizon, with a 
view, if possible, of ascertaining requirements and making arrange- 
ments for the coming season. The quantity of “stock” in hand is 
carefully ascertained, and prices are most closely scrutinised. Every 
rise and fall of the commercial barometer is keenly watched, as it is 
upon such indications that shrewd manufacturers are enabled to 
pretty nearly predict upon which side of their balance-sheet the re- 
sult of the next six months’ working shall be placed. After the long 
depression which has been passed through, and the almost unparal- 
leled low prices which have prevailed, every indication of anything 
like improvement, either in demand or price, is apt to be viewed 
with too sanguine complexion, and we are all more or less inclined 
to hope and believe that the tide of commercial prosperity has once 
more begun to flow, and that ere long the anxiously awaited “ better 
times” will be enjoyed, to the mutual advantage of both manufac- 
turer and operative. As the representative of the great metal and 
colliery interests of this country nothing would afford us greater 
pleasure than to be able honestly to endorse the sanguine views pat 
forward, and announce that upon taking a calm and dispassionate 
view of the present state of trade and the probable requirements, we 
could predict that we have passed the trying ordeal, and that we are 
on the dawn of more prosperous times. Not that we would take a pes- 
simistic view of the state of trade at the present janctare. There are 
features which present indications of hope; but there are also con- 
tingencies which will have to be boldly and bravely faced in the 
future, as in the past, and to be reminded of these and the true posi- 
tion of affairs is one of the best means of escaping commercial 

disaster. 

Our first point is one which cannot be gainsaid, and should not be 
ignored—the extreme depression of the great manufacturing indus- 
tries of the kingdom. From all the great iron, steel,and metal 
centres and colliery districts the same reports of depression and low 
prices are received. We may make bold enough to say that there is 
no one single metal manufacturing district in the whole kingdom 
which is in anything like fall vigorous operation or would not gladly 
extend its make if adequate prices raled. It is true that the various 
railway companies of the kingdom earned fairly good dividends for 
their shareholders for the past half-year, and these returns afford 
accurate data for estimating the state of trade; bat, on the other 


yet more ruinous prices prevail over the spring and summer months, 
So far as can be seen there is nothing likely to occur, either in the 
home consumption or the foreign demand, which would lead us to jus- 
tify any expectation of commercial reaction, or to call for any strain 
upon the manufacturing resources of the country. The number of 
new lines of railway required in this country is but small, whilst the 
demand for steel and iron rails either in our own colonies or in dis- 
tant nations will be eagerly competed for by other nations, which 
will effectaally prevent any material rise in prices, There is another 
point ot importance which should be taken into consideration in our 
forecast of the future. For many months past production has been 
far more than consumption. This is most apparent in the case of 
steel and iron shipbuilding. Up to a few months ago the principal 
r= pe men] ports were actively engaged in the building of steamers 
and sailing vessels of the very heaviest tonnage, and makers of steel 
and iron = were correspondingly busy. What is now the con- 
sequence? Why in many of our principal ports large numbers of 
steamboats are buoyed y arg eg d lying idle. The tonnage being 
so much more than the demand the freights are so low as to be alto- 
gether unremunerative. Nor is this all. The competition with the 
continental and foreign nations for the supply of 4&lmost every de- 
scription of the world's consumption of manufactured goods will be 
keener in the future than it has been in the past—severe as that has 
been. England can maintain its own in a fair commercial competi- 
tive race ; but we are now heavily handicapped, the many restric- 
tions which beset our industries hanging like so many millstones 
around the necks of manufacturers, and which do not appertain to 
other countries. It is useless to expect or even desire the nation to 
go back to Protection ; but it does seem somewhat unfair and hard 
that whilst England opens her ports and markets freely for the ma- 
nufacture of every kind of foreign goods, without shipping or other 
dues, every other country imposes heavy dues upon every kind of 
British manufacture. Nor is this all. The Government is so solici- 
tous for the health and comfort of the operatives that it has passed 
restrictive measures in the shape of Factories and Workshops Act, 
restricting the hours of work, and appointed a large number of In- 
spectors to see that the clauses are rigidly enforced and penalties 
enacted for the. breach thereof. None of the continental nations are 
so hampered. And whilst this is the case the English mechanic and 
artizan are paid a far higher wage than any other workman. We 
simply mention these things, not to decry the productive powers of 
the country, but in the hope that the working classes generally will 
ponder over them, with the view of checking the absurd demands 
for increased wages which are continually being made, 

Whilst the present condition of the staple trades of the country 
and their future prospects compel us thus to write somewhat gloomily 
we are not taking anything like a desponding view uf the situation. 
We are not amongst the number of those who would write “ Ichabod” 
over the portals of the nation. We have elements of future commer- 
cial prosperity which will command for us the leading mart of the 
world’s commerce. We have practically an inexhaustible supply of 
coal, cheaply and expeditiously raised. We havea capital at com- 
mand, always open for profitable employment, which is the envy of 


Bessemer and in steel rails, although it is probable that it will be 
overtaken by Cleveland with the basic process and its vast deposits 
of suitable ironstone close at hand, whilst in South Wales much of 
the ore has to be brought from a considerable distance, In West 
Cumberland also progress may also be looked forward to, since there 
is plenty of the best ironstone near the various works. For the first 
time, however, since Bessemer was made to any extent there was a 
decrease in the production in 1883. The quantity of Bessemer ingots 
turned out in 1882 and 1883 was as follows:—

This shows a decrease of 120,269 tons in 1883 as compared with the 
previous year.

South Wales it will be seen well maintained its position, whilst 
Sheffield did not produce in 1883 one-half of what it did in the pre- 
vious year. Cleveland also shows a falling off, but to some extent 
this was due to disputes that are by no means unfrequent in that 
district, whilst the increase in West Cumberland may be attributed 
to the opening in the last quarter of 1883 of the extensive works of 
CAMMELL and Co. But whilst in 1883 there was a decrease of 
138,611 tons of Bessemer rails as compared with 1882, it may also be 
said that there has been a considerable fall in the price of them, 
The lowest point indeed was reached in 1883. The following figures

other nations. British capital and British enterprise will always 
prove the pioneer of civilisation, and will carry British commerce 
into every continent. India, China, Africa, Canada, Australia, and 
our colonies generally are all awakening, gradually it may be, but | 
surely, to the necessity and importance of railway expansion, and | 
the demand for steel rails in the future will be at least equal to the 
past. England will participate in the demand which this expansion 
will create, and it will depend very much upon the attitude of those 
engaged in our great manufactures and workshops whether the pro- 
portion of goods shall be large or small. General stability and ex- 
cellence of workmanship will secure for English manufacturers a fair 
share of the world’s commerce ; but the competition is severe, and 
growing in severity. Our mechanics and operatives in this competi- 
tive race should face theinevitable, and should be prepared to accept 
that which cannot be avoided. The rate of wages at present paid is 
far higher than the depressed condition of trade and current prices 
justify; and if our operatives generally are wise in their day and 
generation they will gracefully accept such judicious reduction in 
wages as will enable manufactures and merchants to successfully 
compete for any improved trade that may set in.

An influential public meeting of the ratepayers and inhabitants of 
Swansea (convened by the Mayor, Mr. R. D. Burnig£) was held in 
the Guildhall, on Wednesday evening, for the purpose of consider- 
ing what steps should be taken to place Swansea's claims prominently 
before the Government for a grant for scientific and technical edu- 
cation. The Mayor, in opening the proceedings, said that the me- | 
morial which had been adopted by the Corporation did not propose 
to injure Aberytswith College, but rather to secure the grant of 
40001. a year to that College, on the condition of its being removed 
to Swansea. which he thought would be a most magnificent thing for 
the whole education of Wales. The Council of Aberystwith College, 
however, had taken an opposite view of the question, and, therefore, | 
it remained for Swansea to confine her efforts to her own interests. |

EXPERIMENTS ON THE COMPOSITION AND DESTRUCTIVE 
DISTILLATION OF COAL. 


An interesting paper upon these experiments was read before the 
Institution of Civil Engineers on Tuesday (Sir J. W. Bazalgette, 
C.B., President, in the chair) by Mr, WILLIAM Foster, M.A., F.C.S. 
In the first portion he dealt with the chemical composition of six 
samples of coal raised in different parts of the United Kingdom, 
and of widely different characters. One was a specimen of Scotch 
Cannel, a second aspecimen of English Cannel, two were from York- 
shire, one from Durham, and one was Welsh anthracite. The samples 
were of good repute, either for the manufacture of illuminating gas 
or of foundry coke. The amounts of each and all of the elementary 
components were given in the form of tables. Each sample was 
then submitted to the process of destructive distillation, and the 
coke produced was then fully analysed, the same details having been 
worked out as in the case of the parent coals. The connection be- 
tween the composition of a sample of coal and of the coke which it 
furnished was thereby elucidated. In this way some instructive de- 
tails were brought to light. 

The relation between ths amount of sulphur present in a particu- 
lar sample of coal and that remaining in the coke was then discussed, 
and a table was given showing the amounts of sulphur evolved by 
the respective coals when treated as in the manufacture of coal gas. 
In all the cases under notice the amount of sulphur remaining in 
the coke was less, and occasionally considerably less, than that pre- 
sent in the parent coal. It was remarked that this was in opposi- 
tion to the generally received opinions on the subject, which were 
to the effect that one of the drawbacks to the use of coke as a 
domestic fuel arose from its containing more sulphur than raw coal. 

The behaviour of the nitrogen of each of the samples of coal was 

discussed at great length, so that the paper formed a continuation 
of the author’s earlier researches on this branch of the subject. 
The chief interest centred in the nitrogen remaining in the coke, 
which was shown to contain from 50 to 66 per cent. of the original 
nitrogen of the coal. The amount of the nitrogen of the coal, com- 
ing off as ammonia during the process of destructive distillation, 
was also given for the different samples, and estimates were fur- 
nished of the amount coming off as cyanogen during the same pro- 
cess. By the author’s methods of experiment, a considerable pro- 
portion of nitrogen was still unaccounted for, which he believed to 
exist partly in the tar in the form of alkaloidal substances, but prin- 
cipally as free nitrogen in the coal-gas. The paper then dealt at 
great length with the question of recovering the nitrogen of coke as 
the valuable product ammonia, and showed how this might be effec- 
ted by the action of steam at a high temperature. By gasifying 
coke, in the manner stated in the paper, until it lost a little more 
than 40 per cent. in weight more than 60 per cent. of the total nitro- 
gen of the coke was evolved as ammonia gas, In other words, 
100 tons of coke, when submitted to this limited influence of steam, 
furnished ammonia equal in amount to 4 tons of ammonium sul- 
hate. 
. The author then discussed the bearing of these researches on the 
question of supplying gaseous fuel for industrial purposes. Coke 
was frequently, owing to local circumstances, and varying condi- 
tions of the weather, almost unsaleable in certain districts. By con- 
verting it into gaseous fuel of the highest thermal value, through 
the agency of steam at a high temperature, a considerable propor- 
tion of the nitrogen of the coke might be simultaneously obtained 
asa by-product. In the course of the treatment with steam, the sul- 
phur of coke made its appearance in the form of sulphuretted hy- 
drogen, a condition most favourable for its ready and profitable re- 
moval from the gaseous fuel. In this way it was suggested thata 
sulphur-free product could be obtained which could not fail to com- 
mend itself if supplied for use in such industries as those of Sheffield 
and Birmingham, Allusion was made to the fact that it was 20 
years since the late Sir William Siemens applied gaseous fuel to the 
heating of the retorts of the Paris gas-works, with perfect success. 
A similar application in this country had not been known for more 
than three or four years, Some calculations were made of the ther- 
mal value of the gaseous fuel which it was proposed to manufacture, 
but they were extremely brief, and related to the figures obtained 
in the course of the experiments. 








MANCHESTER GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 

The ordinary mcnthly meeting of the members of the above 
society was held on Tuesday at Manchester, the President—Mr. 
R. PILKINGTON—occupying the chair. Prior to the commencement 
of the ordinary business the Chairman referred to the death since the 
last meeting of Mr. J. E. Forbes, F.G.S., one of the hon, secs. of the 
Society, and announced that the Council bad resolved to forward a 
vote of condolence to the widow of Mr. Forbes on the great bereave- 
ment she had sustained, He said the death of Mr. Forbes would be 
a great loss to the Society, and he would move that the meeting en- 
dorse the action which the Council had taken. This was seconded 
by Mr. AITKEN, who spoke highly of the services which Mr. Forbes 
had rendered to the Society, and unanimously agreed to. 

SAFETY-LAMPS FOR MINERS, 

This question again came before the members for consideration. 
Mr. JosepH DICKINSON, H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines, drew at- 
tention to Herr Wolff's apparatus for the relighting of lamps, which 
was exhibited at the previous Wigan meeting by Dr. Foster, Inspector 
of Mines. One of these lamps had been sent to him by Dr. Foster, 
and as probably there were members present who had not seen it 
at Wigan it would, perhaps, be of interest if they had now an oppor- 
tunity of inspecting this very simple arrangement which Herr 
Wolff had introduced for relighting safety-lamps. The lamp having 
been handed round for inspection a short discussion took place. A 
question was asked whether the power thus placed in a miner’s 
hands of relighting his lamp might not bring with it an element of 
danger, as supposing the lamp were full of explosive gas, and a 
light suddenly struck in the midst of it there was the question whe- 
ther there might not be a great risk of explosion by the light being 
thus suddenly lit, which would not exist where the gas had been 
accumulating gradually in a lamp which was lighted.—Mr. Dick1n- 
SON said this might possibly under some circumstances be a source 
of increased danger, and in reply to further questions whether this 
relighting arrangement would, as had been suggested by Dr. Foster, 
be an infringement of the Mines Regulation Act, Mr. Dickinson said 
it could scarcely be urged that the means of relighting such as the 
Wolff lamp possessed were plainly and straight forwardly an infringe- 


ment of what was really the intention and spirit of the Act of Par- | 


the lighting station was a long distance away, and the travelling 
roads were bad. 

Mr. H. N. Forp, of Macclesfield, next exhibited a miner’s safety- 
lamp, which he said had been invented and constructed with the 
view of its being impossible to explode it. The body was solidly 
cylindrical, there being no gauze for the admission of gas by direct 
horizontal current. The upward currents of the products of combus- 
tion prevented the entry of gas downwards and the entrance upwards 
(in the direction of ventilation) at once extinguished the light. The 
locking was so arranged that the lamp could not be unlocked 
without extinguishing the light. The plan adopted for locking the 
lamp consisted of the insertion of a bolt which was held by a bar 
dropped perpendicularly upon a bolt within the lamp. To unlock 
the lamp this bolt had to be withdrawn, and this could only be done 
by turning the lamp upside down, which at once extinguished the 
light. In the discussion it was suggested whether this arrangement 
might not induce colliers to carry matches with them to relight the 
lamp. Mr. Forp replied that the upsetting of the lamp would be 
discovered by the stains of oil which would result, but this members 
scarcely considered would be a sufficient protection, as such stains 
could he removed by the collier. 


THE MINERAL VEINS IN THE ENGLISH LAKE DISTRICT. 

The Hon. Sec. (Mr. J. 8. MARTIN, Inspector of Mines,) read a paper, 
contributed by Mr. J. D. Kendall, F.G.8., “On the Mineral Veins of 
the English Lake District.” The writer stated that it was not a little 
remarkable ‘that, although mining was said to have been conducted 
in the above district since the time of the Romans, so little informa- 
tion existed with regard to the nature of the deposits that had been 
worked. A few isolated pages in the history of the mining opera- 
tions were to be met with in some antecedent publications; but there 
was almost nothing recorded as yet of a geological character. After 
giving a detailed description of the geological structure of the dis- 
trict in which the veins occurred, the writer said there were many 
different kinds of minerals to be found in most of the veins, yet there 
was in every vein a preponderance of one particular mineral, Taking 
the metallic minerals as the basis of classification, the veins occur- 
ring in the district might be distinguished as follows:—1, lead 2, 
copper; 3, {zinc; 4, iron; and 5, manganese. Most of the veins 
hitherto worked occurred in the lower silurians and in the granite 
and granitoid rocks associated with them. Mineral veins had, how- 
ever, been met with in the upper silurians; but they were rare, and, 
so far, had not proved of any great économic importance. In the 
Coniston grits and flags, about midway between Staveley and Kent- 
mare, a lead mine was worked for several years, and a considerable 
amount of work done, but the results were not satisfactory. Other 
trials were made between Winster and Crook, in the Bannesdale 
slates, and a small quantity of galena was obtained, but not sufficient 
to induce the adventurers to continue their work. In the lower silu- 
rians and their associated rocks veins were numerous, and some of 
them had yielded large quantities of minerals. In the Borrowdale 
Rocks there were the famous copper mines of Coniston, and the 
equally important lead mines of Greenside, besides a large number 
of veins of both lead and copper in other parts of the district, many 
of which had not been worked at all, and others only partially. 
Veins of hematite were abundant in these rocks, but very few of them 
had been explored on account of their great distance from the rail- 
ways. The most extensive workings had been at Tongue Gill, near 
Grasmere, and at Dunnerdale, in the Dudden Valley. It was in 
these rocks that the Borrowdale graphite was met with. In the 
Skiddaw slates veins of both lead and copper occurred. Among the 
mines in which ores of the former metal were worked, it would 
suffice to mention Loweswater, Goldescope, Newthwaite, Barrow, 
Brandlehow, Force Crag, Thornthwaite, and Woodend. Some of these 
mines worked ores of zinc as well. The principal copper mines in the 
Skiddawslates wereat Goldescopeand Dalehead, but there were several 
other copper veins in these rocks, some of which had not been proved, 
and others had been worked but slightly. Hematite had been worked 
very extensively in these rocks for a number of years at Knock- 
marten and Kelton Fell, and these were almost the only places at 
which any serious attempt had been made to find it. Veins of man- 
ganese ores also occurred in these rocks, but they had not yet been 
worked, except in the most trifling way. Inthe Eskdale granite and 
the Ennerdale syenitic granite the only veins that had been much 
worked were those of hematite. Inthe former rock this ore had been 
obtained in Eskdale, on both sides of the valley opposite Boot, and 
also near the King of Prussia. It had also been worked near Bootle. 
In the latter rock several veins had been worked in a small way near 
Ennerdale Lake, and it was now proposed to make a railway to them. 
In the hypersthenite and its associated rocks of Carrock Fell and the 
neighbourhood both lead and copper veins had been worked, notably 
at the mines of Roughten Gill, Silver Gill, &c, There did not, however, 
appear to be any single instance in the district of the same vein being 
worked in the granite or granitoid rocks, and in the sedimentary or 
volcanic rocks surrounding them. Veins occurred between dif- 
ferent kinds of rocks, as in Clensgill, Ennerdale, where a vein of 
hematite had been partially worked, with Skiddaw slate on one side 
of it and syenitic granite on the other. With regard to the direc- 
tion of the veins there was great variation, even when the preponderant 
mineral was of the same kind, and there was also considerable varia- 
tion of “ hade” bothin directionand amount. Some veins were found to 
“-hade” towards the east, whilst others had a westerly inclination. The 
amount of “hade” in some cases was nearly plumb, whilst in others 
it was as much as 35° from the vertical. But notwithstanding these 
great variations in direction and “ hade,” which at first sight were 
almost confusing, a considerable amount of order might be discerned 
in them, as on closer inspection it was found that both the direction 
and the “hade” of the veins almost invariably corresponded with 
the planes of one or other of the different sets of joints by which the 
enclosing rocks were intersected The breadth of the veins was 
variable, some having an average breadth of 3 or 4 ft. only, whilst 
others were as much as 5 or 6 ft. The extreme depth to which the 
veins descended had not yet been proved. The deepest exploration 
was at Coniston, where one of the veins had been worked toa depth 
of 260 fms., and was still going down withoat any apparent indica- 
tions of nipping out; in fact, it was quite as wide now as when near 
the surface.

GEOLOGICAL EXCURSION TO LINCOLN. 

The Geologists’ Association have arranged to make an excursion to 
Lincoln on Easter Monday and Tuesday, which is likely to be at 
once interesting and instructive, since Messrs. W. H. Dalton, F.G.S., 
and A. Strachan, M.A., F.G.S., both of the Geological Survey, and 
Mr. W. D. Carr, of Lincoln, have undertaken the duties of directors. — 
On the arrival the parties will proceed to the large brick pits of 
Messrs. Swan Bros. and Bourne, on the North Cliff. Here, under 
15 ft. of inferior oolite and 3 or 4 ft. of ironstone of the Northamp- 
ton sand series (but, unfortunately, so crowded with phosphatic 
pebbles as to be commercially valueless), is a section 60 ft. in verti- 
cal height of the upper lias clays, divisible into the life-zones of 
ammonites bifrons, A. communis, and A. serpentinus. Other species 
also occur abundantly and in good preservation. The termination 
of each zone (except the upper one, whose topmost beds have been 
removed by denudation), is marked by a bed of fragments of shells 
loosely packed together, with little or no clay as matrix. The upper 
of these, terminating the A. communis zone, is characterised by 
nucula hammeri, the lower, which marks the disappearance of A. 
serpentinus, contains a large undescribed lucina. Each of these 
shell-beds reaches a foot or more in thickness, and is crowded with 
small gasteropoda, &c. 

About 40ft. below Messrs. Swan’s pit is a terrace, marking the 
top of the middle lias, and an old brickyard just below shows these 
beds, which are, however, better seen elsewhere. The party will 
then return to Lincoln on foot, and proceed by tramcar from the 
Witham Bridge, across the wide spread of river gravel extending to 
the southern suburb of Bracebridge, on entering which Mr. Best’s 
brickyard may be seen on the left hand, reaching to the top of the 
hill, and exhibiting a rather more complete section than Messrs. 
Swan’s, but in a way less favourable for examination. Fully 100 ft. 
of the upper lias is or has been exposed here, but talus hides a con- 
siderable part, and is often in a state of quagmire, precluding 
access to the remaining faces. We shall therefore pass on to the 
pit of the Bracebridge Brick Company, 24 miles south of Lincoln, 
Here 20 ft. of middle lias clay, with beds of ferruginous sandstone, 
overlie 30 ft. of lower lias with grey septaria. N.B.—By iwiddls lias 
is meant the zone of A. margaritatus, that of A. capricornus being 
relegated by the Geological Survey to the lower lias. There is no 
real break, as A, margaritatus occurs in fair abundance in a belt of 
phosphatic septaria, 10 ft. below the lithological boundary indicated 
by the lowest iron-sandstone band, the bottom of which contains 
pockets of rolled pebbles of phosphate. 14 mile further south is 
the Lincoln Brick] Company’s pit, close to Waddington station. 
This shows 15 ft. oPlower lias clay, abounding in A. capricornus and 
other fossils. 

On the second day the party will leave Lincoln by 8°38 train for 
South Willingham (17 miles north-east). A visit will first be paid 
to a brick-yard in Kimeridge Clay, a little to the east of the sta- 
tion, where fossils may be collected, and the great septaria common 
in this part of the formation are well seen. Thence (4 mile east) up the 
railway to the west end of Benniworth Tunnel, where chalky boulder 
clay, underlain by stratified gravels, is seen resting on the lower 
neocomian sandstone, At the east end of this tunnel, which is 4 mile 
long, similar glacial beds are seen resting on the bed of clay with 
oolitic grains of iron oxide, which forms the base of the middle neo- 
comian clays; in the cutting 4 mile further east, this iron ore, with 
numerous fossils, is seen resting on snow-white sands of lower neo- 
comian age. Crossing thence to Donnington Station (about 1} mile 
east), through a cutting in which a fossiliferous zone in the lower 
neocomian sandstone is exposed, a visit will be made to a sand-pit 
and a brick-pit (both close to the station) in the middle neocomian 
clays, where fossils (amongst which are crustacean remains in sep- 
tarian nodules) may be collected. From this point the railway runs 
in shallow cuttings in this clay as far as the cuttings in the carstone 
(1 mile east), where at the entrance to the Withcall Tunnel there are 
clear exposures of the upper 30 ft. of the carstone, of the whole of 
the red chalk, and of 10 to 20 ft. of the white chalk. Those who re- 
main in Lincoln till Wednesday or Thursday will have opportunities 
of seeing the higher members of the lower oolite series. The Corn- 
brash of Sudbrook in particular is excessively rich in fossils, whilst 
the Greetwell and Heighington cuttings afford sections of the great 
oolite faulted against the Lincolnshire limestone (inferior oolite).

“THE SOUTH YORKSHIRE COAL FIELD, AND ITS FUTURE. 


In no mining district in the kingdom does there appear to be a 
brighter future in store than for South Yorkshire, Its inland position, 
and its distance from the metropolitan and other southern markets, 
has prevented it from making that progress which its extent and the 
value of its coal seams would under other circumstances have en- 
sured forit. But there isnow every promise of two most important 
outlets being secured for it, that must add vastly to its production, 
and render the opening out of new fields a necessity. The completion 
of the Hull and Barnsley Railway will permit vast quantities of 
its fine steam coal to reach the Humber, and thence to all parts of 
the world. It is now used by the steamers running from Hull, 
and a good deal is being exported, but this latter is compa- 
ratively trifling, the total last year having only been 602,530 
tons, whilst in the same period there was sent to foreign ports 
from Cardiff 6,761,455 tons, and from Newcastle 4,559,233 tons, 
yet Hull claims to be the'third of our shipping ports. One 
reason for this is, no doubt, the existing railway rate, while from 
the Barnsley district it is 3s. 10d. per ton—is only 2d. per ton less 
than from the Tyne to the Thames. By the new line it is expected that | 
the rate from Barnsley to Hull will be 2s. to 2s, 3d. per ton, and this | 
will lead to a vast tonnage of the “ hards,” in particular, being sent 
direct to Hull, probably from 40,000 to 50,000 tons a week on to the 
line from the collieries in South Yorkshire. The steam coal would 
also be placed in a position to compete on the Thames with that 
from other districts where the collieries are near to seaports. This 
is impossible at present, seeing that the railway rate from the district 
is 8s. 3d. per ton to the Metropolis, exclusive of 9d. per ton for truck 
hire, and 2d. for drops, making 9s. 2d. atthe railway ; but if the coal 
is to be put on to the Thames there is an additional charge of 2s. 6d. 
per ton for lighterage. This is prohibitive, with the rate from New- 
castle at only about 5s. 1d. per ton, including City dues. A low rate 
to the Humber by the Hull and Barnsley Railway, and a charge of 
about 2s, 6d. per ton by sea to the Thames would put the South 
Yorkshire “ hards” in a position to compete with any of the sea- 
borne coal that reaches London. This will give some idea of what 
the Hull and Barnsley Railway is likely to accomplish for the South 
Yorkshire coal field. In addition great things are expected from 
the Manchester and Liverpool Ship Canal, 

The leading counsel for the promoters, Mr. Kember, said in his 
opening address, that at Partington, where the Cheshire Lines crossed 
the canal, it was proposed to make a basin and to form branch rail- 
ways to the Cheshire Lines Railway and to the neighbouring coal 
fields. The Cheshire Lines Railway was worked by the Midland, 
Great Northern, and Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Rail- 
ways jointly, which ran into the South Yorkshire coal field, and if 
the canal were made Partington would be the nearest port to South 
Yorkshire. Mr. Hartley, the manager of the Dodworth Siikstone 
Colliery in his evidence before the committee a few days since, said 
the establishment of the ship canal at Partington would be of im- 
mense advantage to the South Yorkshire coal field, and he thought 
the carriage of coal to Partington would not be more than 2s. 6d. 
perton. The position that the South Yorkshire coal field is likely 
to enjoy at no distant date will be gleaned from the above brief 
notice of passing events. 





INTERNATIONAL MINING EXHIBITION. 


When the organisation of an International Mining Exhibition was 
first proposed, we remarked that such an enterprise could only be 
successful if carried out under the control of well-known English 
managers, in whom the public would have confidence; but, at the 
same time, we give full credit to Mr. Thomas Cornish and to Mr. A. 
Zeehandelaar. The proposal was about simultaneous from these 
gentlemen, and acknowledged the immense benefit that would result 
to mining enterprise throughout the world if the project could be 
successfully developed. Mr. Zeehandelaar has since completed his 
preliminary programme, and, although it must be understood that it 
is subject to revision—perhaps of a very extensive kind—it will 
suffice to give an outline of what is intended. Mines, miners, and 
minerals, it is remarked, are subjects of which the general public, 
comparatively speaking, know but very little. The mineral kingdom 
(the third grand aivision of natural objects) embraces all inorganic 
substances whatever, but everything connected with the great mining 
industry is alinost entirely concealed from the view and knowledge 
of those not directly engaged in mining. 

An International Mining Exhibition (as proposed by him through 
the columns of the London papers) of everything appertaining to 
this great and growing industry, under English patronage, and those 
directly identified with mining Jabour and capital, at a day, place, 
and for a period to be named hereafter, would not only in Mr. Zee- 
handelaar’s opinion, be of great interest, but also of benefit to the 
public at large. Such an Exhibition, the first one ever held here, to 


be conducted for the common good, without any speculative motives, | 


is bound, he thinks, to prove of great value to the producer and in- 
vestor, and to better the condition of the miner, as it will bring 
mining to a more legitimate basis, and tend to settle labour ques- 
tions. We know little, he continues, of the life and dangers of the

It is in 
carrying out such illustrations and objects as these, that great exhi- 
bitions discharge their most distinctive and beneficial functions, 
They bring together, in a visible and striking form, those features of 
our indostrial and socia) life, which otherwise by chance or necessity 
escape general observation. 
| Such a collection, as that contemplated to be brought together by 
an International Mining Exhibition in the great financial centre of 
| the world would also, it is urged, be of peculiar interest to capitalists 


, 


foreign countries. The wonderful influence exercised by the great 
International Exhibition of 1851 has given birth to exhibitiors of all 
industries and trades, and last, but not least, the International 
Fisheries Exhibition, which like all vigorous and well-conceived 
ideas, has been an immense success, and has given an impetus to the 
fishing industries allover the world. What the Fisheries Exhibition 
has done for fishing and fishermen in spreading a world-wide know- 
ledge of all the latest inventions applicable to thecraft, thesafe guard- 
ing and preservation of lives, the improvement of life and labour 
status, an international mining exhibition in its scope may do for 
the miner and the development of an industry as yet little known or 
understood. It is an undertaking, Mr. Zeehandelaar contends, in 
which all nations can cordially co-operate, because the results affect 
all mankind. Promises of support have already been received by 
him from America and other countries, and there is every reason to 
believe that the undertaking, if under powerful English patronage, 
will meet with unparalleled success, and prove a benefit to science, 
labour, and capital. 

Roughly and very incompletely mentioned, the Exhibition should, 
it is considered, embrace under proper classification, mines, minerals, 
commercial and economic processes and appliances, economic con- 
dition of miners, lectures, conferences, &c., everything appertaining 
to deep, hydraulic, and other mining—specimens of ores, coal, stone, 
rock, clays, marbles, acids, salts, specimens of metals, mineral oils, 
mineral waters, and minerals as medicines. Hence the Exhibition 
would include :—I. Models of mills, ore-houses, enginé-houses, ovens, 
machinery, smelters, &c, Maps and plans of mining and colliery 
districts. Topographical description of mineral-bearing countries, 
Records of gold washing. Coal waste as artificial fuel for mines 
and mills.—II. Machinery and appliances employed in mining, 
engines, pumps, boilers, trucks, safety-lamps, cages, cables, brakes, 
&c. Machine and other tools. Modes of ventilation, drainage, &c, 
Utilisation and drainage of water in miues. Apparatus for cooling, 
lighting, and heating. Cheap modes of reducing, crushing, cleaning, 
smelting, and drilling. General treatment and uses of precious metals, 
Processes for dressing ore. Process for separating bullion. Safety 
appliances. Working of low grade ores. Electricity in mines 
Systematic working of mines. Apparel and personal equipment. 
Models and plans of dwellings. Benefit societies and insurances, 
Regulations for the preservation of life. Wages. Electricity applied 
to ores, minerals, and bullion; ani, III, Material and appliances 
for secondary, superior, and applied instruction, and for scientific 
teaching. Scientific instruments used in mining. Economical work- 
ing of ores. Value of metal in crude and pure state. Analysis of 
metals. Commercial and economic value of ores and metals. Labour 
statistics, surveys, statistics on mining assaying. Literature on 
mining and metallurgy. Essays. 

Not less interesting than the Exhibition itself will be the confer- 
ences and lectures on geology and mineralogy, which, with the con- 
ferences on labour and labour strikes and the like, ought to make the 
whole scheme sufficiently attractive to ensure success. 





MINERAL RESOURCES OF NOVA SCOTIA. 

We have been favoured by the Government Inspector of Mines 
for the Province—Mr. EDWIN GILPIN, jun., M.A., F.G.S.—with his 
annual report to the Commissioner of Public Works which contains 
the following summary showing the mineral production of Nova Scotia 
during the year 1883 compared with that of the previous year :—

The total sales of Coat for the year 1883 amounted to 1,297,523 
tons, against 1,250,179 tons in 1882, being an increase of 47,344 tons. 
The most noticeable points in the coal trade are:—The home sales 
were 471,327 tons, compared with 458,952 tons during the preceding 
year. The coal sent to the Province of Quebec amounted to 410,605 
tons, against 383,031 tons in 1882, an increase of 27,574 tons. The 
sales to New Branswick show an increase of 14,123 tons. The sales 
to Newfoundland decreased from 79,732 tons in 1882, to 61,678 tors 

during the past year. The sales to Prince Edward Island show a 
decrease of 2000 tons, The sales to the United States were 102,755 
| tons, being an increase of 3453 tons over the sales of the previous 
| year. The amount of coal sent to the West Indies increased from 
| 22,386 tons in the year 1882 to 31,860 tons during the year 1883. 
| The sales to other points present no features of interest. 
| The increase in the yield of GoLD during the past year, although 
i not as large as during the year before, is still of a satisfactory 
character. The total yield of gold for the year 1883 was 15,446 ozs. 
9 dwts. 23 grs., being, with the erception of the year 1877, the largest 
| return since the year 1871, when a production of 19,227 ozs, was 

recorded, There were 25,954 tons of quartz, &c., crashed, which gave 

an average yield of 10 dwts, 21 grs. per ton crushed. This is the 
| lowest yield per ton since the year 1869. As it is understood that, 
| generally speaking, the year’s operations have proved satisfactory 
| from a financial point of view, it would appear that increased atten- 
| tion has been given to economy in mining and milling. The lowest 
| yield per ton was in the Sherbrooke district, where 8470 tons yielded 
| 3356 ozs. 18 dwts., an average of 7 dwts. 22 grs. A considerable 
| portion of this was from low grade ores, which ran from 4 to 6 dwts. 
per ton. 

The experiments on low grade ores, as carried out at Mount 
Uniacke and Sherbrooke, show that with plant of the proper extent 
and with proper business economy in mining management and 
| milling this grade of material can be treated with satisfactory results. 
The richest returns during the past year were made by the districts of 
| Stormont and Chezetcook. The former district is worked by tho 
| Gallaghar Gold Mining Company, which extracted 1917 ozs, from 
| 551 tons of quartz. The Chezetcook district, where the Oxford Gold 

Mining Company are at present almost the only operators, returned 

2494 ozs. 5 dwts. from 1475 tons of quartz, an average yield of 1 oz. 

13 dwts.and 10 grs. The returns of unproclaimed and other districts 
| were not as large as usual last year owing to the proclamation of the 
| district of Darr’s Hill (Salmon River) which has hitherto figured 

under this head. The total number of days’ labour was 97,703. This 
probably represents fairly the work performed in connection with 
mining operations, and is a little less than last year. 

For Corrrr the Coxheath Copper Mining Company did a great 
| deal of work during the past summer at their mine near Sydney, 
Cape Breton. Their levels were extended, and a good deal of ore 
stoped out. A few tons of this were handpicked and sent away for 
testing. Experiments were made on the low grade ores, and it is 
stated that preparations are being made for the erection of a large 
| concentration plant inthe spring. Some of the copper was found to 

carry 80 ozs. of silver to the ton. At Margaretville, in Annapolis 
| County, some work was done in the vicinity of the old mine, opened 

on a vein carrying native copper, &c.,in the trap. Discoveries of 
copper were reported from Pleasant Valley, Yarmouth County, 
| Pomquet Forks, Antigonishe County, and Scottsburn, River John,

and Malagash, in Pictou and Colchester Counties. 
| In connection with Iron, the operations of the Steel Company of 
Canada were carried on vigorously during the year, and 52,410 tons 
| of ore taken out, and 7672 tons of ankerite quarried for a flux. 
| Some prospecting was done by Mr. Jas. McKay, Battery Hill, Pictou 
County, on veins of specular ore. The thickest vein opened was 
said to be 7 ft. wide, and of good quality. In the Indian reserve,

In his report on the mines and minerals of Nova 
Scotia, published in 1880, Mr. Gilpin alluded to the probability of the 
ores of antimony being discovered in workable quantities in this 
province, During the fall a vein of this ore was found near East 
Rawdon. The ore is reported to be of excellent quality, and to be 
present in workable amounts. A large sample has been mined and 
shipped to Swansea. Boreholes were started for the purpose of 
testing lands near Pictou, where signs of the presence of oil deposits 
have for some time been noticed. The exports of GyPsuM reached 
144,668 tons, an increase of 11,242 tons over the production of the

COAL MINING IN THE NORTH OF FRANCE. 
THE STRIKE OF THE ANZIN MINERS. 


The attention of the public has lately been called to the strike of 
the miners employed at the collieries belonging to the Anzin Com- 
pany, and to the fact that aid has been solicited from those similarly 
employed in this country. Few persons, however, are aware of the 
position of the Anzin Company, and the way in which they have 
treated the workpeople, or the sacrifices they have made to ensure 
the comfort of their men and families aswell. The Anzin Company 
was established in 1757 by Messrs. DESANDROIN, TaTTIA, the Prince 
of Croy (a German nobleman), and the Marquis of CerNAy. There 
are about 54 pits, something like 24 being used for drawing, and the 
others for ventilation. The extent of the whole concession is nearly 
60,000 acres, so that the immense field known as the Anzin is more 
than 18 miles long from east to west, and more than six miles wide. 
There are various qualities of coal, including anthracite, bituminous, 
Cannel, &c., and the annual outpit for the last few years would ave- 
rage upwards of 2,000,000 tons. One of the principal pits is that 
known as the Thiers, called after the eminent statesman of that 
name, and is known for its mechanical haulage underground and by 
the tail-rope system 2000 yards long. ; ; 

At the other {pits there is haulage by endless chains, air-compres- 
sing and boring machines, whilst at the Renard there is a drawing 
engine of 450-horse power, vertical, with two cylinders 39 in. dia- 
meter, 5 ft. stroke, with GUINNOTTE’S expansive gear flat steel ropes 
4 in. wide, } in. thick, the weight being 19 lbs, to the yard; the 
diameter of the drum is 19 ft., the iron pulleys 20 ft. diameter ; the 
pit-head is made of iron, and the weight of each steel cage is 1 ton 
16 cwts, The company employs 12,000 men, who earn from 3s. 6d. 
to 4s. per day ; but they have certain and important advantages un- 
known to our own miners. The men work in shifts, genecally com- 
mencing at four o’clock in the morning, the shift ending at two in 
the afternoon, when a second shift goes on. The method of working 
is that known as the tailles chassantes, or level work. It consists in 
driving a succession of faces in step-like order, but driven in the 
direction of the strike of the seam, instead of going towards the 
rise. The inclines are laid with four rails, upon the outer pair of 
which there runs a sort of tram having a horizontal platform, which 
carries the tub. Upon the inner pair of rails there runs another 
tram, which is long, narrow, and heavy, and acts as a counter- 
balance, and the latter tram is made so low that it can pass under- 
neath the former one at meeting. The twotrams are attached to 
ropes which are coiled upon a drum at the end of the incline, and 
while the weight of the full tubs descending raises the counter- 
balance, the latter in turn pulls up the empty tub. A good deal of 
the small coal is converted into patent fuel at St. Waast, where there 
are four presses on the “ Revoiller” system and two “ Miau'eton” 
presses, which turn out several hundred tons of fuel daily. 

The miners and their families are well cared for by the Anzin Com- 
pany, for they have coal, medical attendance, and instruction gratis. 
Numerous schools and churches have been established, so that the 
children have a really good education, and if not it is the fault of 
their parents. More than half of the men employed live in the com- 
fortable houses provided by the company. The Anzin Company 
spends upwards of 60,000/. a year in subsidies of this kind for their 
workpeople and their families, and the example thus set has been 
followed by the other companies inthe Department of the Nord. It 
may be stated that the profits are by no means large, after the heavy 
expenditure and the concessions made to the men, for the coal fields 
are granted by the State, and the company have to pay for them a 
fixed rent per acre and so much per cent. of the profit, the maximum 
being understood to be about 5 percent. Still, with all the advan- 
tages given to the miners, the valuable privileges conceded to their 
families, and tle steady work and wages, the men have thought well 
to strike and rush into poverty and distress, and even to appeal to 
the charity of foreign workmen.

The trade has become so accustomed toa speculative 

turnover from week to week, that its absence in itself creates the impression of 

weakness in the article, and consumers insist on co:stantly new concessions 

before they will place their orders. The feeling everywhere seems to be that 

statistics have little influence in the face of the general depression of trade, and 

this is a condition of affairs which time alone can change. We quote Chili bars 

as we write 541. The smelters have reduced their price for strong copper 

to 67s. There has been a small demand from India for copper and 

yellow metal braziery, and low prices have had to be accepted to work business. 

There has been a considerable turnover in tin during March, and at one time as 

high as 85/, was paid for spot warrants, but when it became known that the 

Straits shipments were heavier than the market estimate, and further it was 

seen that the upward movement in America was spasmodic only, we quickly 

receded again to 82/, 10s. The position is an interesting one, as, unless estimates 

of American stocks be altogether wrong, that market has allowed her landed 

supplies to run down to a somewhat low figure, especially as with the spring her 

deliveries should increase. The trade here are as yet unaccustomed to consider 

London as warehousing American tin, and the possibility of America buying in 

this market seems always sufficient to cause a rise. In reality, however, such trans- 

actions only amount to the movement of stock from one warehouse to another, | 
and in no way indicate any change in the real position of article. We may, there- 
fore, have some disturbance here arising from the transfer of stock, but apart from 
its temporary effects the future of tin depends on wider considerations. The 
shipments from the Straits so far have been 3775 tons, against 5125 tons last 
year. During April-May, 1883, they only amounted to 1625 tons, and it remains 
to be seen whether they are equally light during the same period of 1884, Their 
monthly average during 1883 was 1435 tous, Any considerable offering on im- 
porters’ account would hardly be sustained by the present market.

NEw SAFETY-CATCH FOR COLLIERY WINDING CAGES.—At the 
meeting of the Manchester Geological Society, held last Tues- 
day, Messrs. Tonge and Kearsley, of Hulton, near Manchester, ex- 
hibited a model of a new patent safety cage designed to remove 
risk of accident in the case of the breakage of ropes, &c. The cage 
is one of ordinary construction, with a pair of wheels, slightly eccen- 
tric, one on each side of the conductor or rod. In winding the 
wheels are held by the chains with their longest radius away from 
the rods, As soon as the chains holding the weight of the cage go 
slack, the wheels are brought together by means of an elastic band 
or spring, or by making the longest radius heavier, so that it falls of 
its own weight. The conductor being between is firmly gripped by 
the wheels, and the greater the weight or stronger the spring the 
more tightly are the conductors held. This arrangement, which has 
already been tested satisfactorily by experiments in a mine shaft, is 
readily adapted to any cage, an1 it possesses one advantage—that it 
is always in action, and there is no complicated machinery to get 
out of order. 





WHEAL COMFORD AND NORTH TRESAVEAN.—At a meeting of 
adventurers held at Redruth, on March 28 (Mr. J. L. Peter, the 
purser, presiding) it was unanimously resolved to make a call 
of 12. 11s. 64. per share—3523/. 5s. 6d.—so as to pay off the whole 
of the debit balance amounting to 29391.

Barnett, the Chairman, said that the policies in force were 300 more than they 
were five years ago, and the total amount now assured, with the bonuses accrued, 
was over 9,000,000/., against 8,700,000/,, but the total revenue in the five years 
had been 1,932,000/., against 2,084,000/. A full report will appear in next week's 
Journal. 

GENERAL MINING ASSOCIATION.—At the meeting yesterday of 
the General Mining Association the report and accounts were 
adopted and a dividend and bonus, amounting together to 15s. per 
share, were declared.
